| am pleased that you obtained a copy of Collins from Mr. Lambousy. 
In the United States in the 1840s and 1850s there were no more Bank of the United States (first or second) bank 


note issues in circulation and quantities of chartered and unchartered bank notes were issued in almost every 
state. They circulated as you know in states far beyond the states they were issued in. There were publications 
which gave the discount payable when tendered in specific areas. Small discounts for perfectly good notes took 
place when the notes were far from their issue points and the cost and risk of getting them back to the issuer was 
an economic factor. You always had to worry that notes of a specific solvent bank would become shaky. You 
never had to worry about specie being accepted but there never was enough U.S. specie and most specie was 
foreign until 1857. The foreign coin had counterfeit and abuse problems to be concerned about. When the gold 
from the Gold Rush became available there were millions in U.S.$20 pieces coined which drastically changed the 
circulation picture. 
You know all of this already and | presume a person was paid with whatever money was available. You have a 
very interesting research area and | am sure you will find much new material. | hope | have been slightly 
helpful. Good luck.
